Javelle water is sold by most 
druggists, but it is not difficult to 
teak,. and is much le«6 expensive 
when prepared at home. Every 
laundress should use it. as it is ef¬ 
fective in keening linen and chil¬ 
dren’s dresses free from fruit stains. 
A small tcaeupfu! of the fluid added 
to a boiler of water will assist ma¬ 
terially in keeping the clothes white 
and will not hurt them in the least. 
Only white good* can ho treated 
this way, however, a* javelle water 
is likely to fade colors. 

It is made thus: Place four 
pounds of washing soda in a large 
granite or porcelain lined pan and 
pour over it four quart* of hot wa¬ 
ter.
